providing an electronic document including content having a visual composition^ the 

electronic document including one or more markers having locations in the content, the markers 

not being represented in the visual composition of the content; 

receiving input specifying one or more locations in the electronic document; md 

in response to the input, detecting the presence of one or more markers associated with 

one or more locations of the specified location5[[;]] and displaying a visual i^resentation of the 

detected maricers. 

2. (Original) The method of claim 1, wherein: 

the input specifying one or more locations includes input directing that a cursor be placed 
at a location in the electronic document. 

3. (Original) The method of claim 1, wherein: 

the input specifying one or more locations includes input selecting a portion of the 
electronic document. 

4. (Original) The method of claim 3, wh^-ein: 

the portion of the electronic document comprises a word, s^tence, or paragraph in the 
electronic document. 
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5. (Original) The method of claim 3, wherein: 

ttie detected mark^s include a plurality of markers having different locations in the 
selected portion, 

6. (Original) The method of claim 1, wherein: 

die visual representation of the detected markers includes one or more gr^hical elements 
representing the detected markers. 

7. (Original) The method of claim 6, wherein: 

displaying the visual representation of the detected markers includes inserting the 
graphical elemoits representiiig the detected markers into the visual composition of the content 
at the locations of the detected markers. 

8. (Original) The method ofclaim 6, wherein: 

displaying the visual r^resentation of the detected markers includes separately 
displaying the gr^hical elements and the visual composition of the content 

9. (Original) The method ofclaim 1, further comprising: 

displaying a visual rqTresentation of data or attributes associated with the detected 
markers. 

10. (Original) The method ofclaim 1, further comprising: 

receiving input navigating the cursor through the location of the detected markers; and 
in response to the inputs displaying a change in a location of a ciirsor relative to the 
location of the one or more markers. 
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11. (Original) Theinethodof claim 10, further comprising: 

hiding the visual repiesentaiioii of the detected mariners when the cursor has navigated 
past the location of the detected markers. 

12. (Original) The method of claim 1 > further comprising: 

in response to detecting the presrace of one or more markers, displaying a list of 
functions associated with one or more of the detected markers. 

13. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 12 [[10]]> further comprising: 
receiving an ii3put selecting a function in the list of fimctioxis; and 
processing a marker according to fhc selected functioh. 

14. (Original) The method of claim 2, wherein: 

the input directing that a cursor be placed at a location in the electronic document 
inchides input moving a mouse pointer to a location in the electronic document. 

15. (Original) The method of claim 2, wherein: 

the input directing that a cursor be placed at a location in the electronic document 
includes one or more cursor key strokes. 

1 6. (Currently Amended) A computer-implemented method, comprising: 
providing an electronic document including content having a visual composition, the 

electronic docmnent including a plurality of markers having locations in the content, the plurality 

of markers not being represented in the visual composition of the content; 

receiving input specifying one or more locations in the electronic document; and 

in response to the mp\xU detecting the presence of a plurality of markers associated with a 

location of the specified locations[[;]] and displaying a visual representation of the detected 

markers. 
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17. (Origiiial) The method of claim 16, wherein: 

the visual representation of the detected markers inchides a plurality of graphical 
elements representing the detected markers. 

18. (Original) Themethodof claim 17, wherein: 

displaying the visual representation of the detected markers includes inserting the 
plurality of graphical elements representing the detected markers into the visual conq)osi1ion of 
the content at the location of the detected markers. 

1 9. (Original) The method of claim 1 7» wherem: 

displaying the visual representation of the detected maikers includes separately 
displaying the plurality of graphical elements and the visual composition of the content. 

20. (Original) The method of claim 16, further comprising: 

displaying a visual representation of data or attributes associated ^vith the detected 
markers.

receiving input navigating the cursor through the location of the detected markers; and 
in response to the input, displaying a change in a location of a cursor relative to the 
location of the markers.

hiding the visual representation of the detected markers when the cursor has navigated 
past the location of the detected markers. 
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23. (Currently Amended) A computer product, tangibly stored on a computer- 
readable medium, the product comprising instmctions operable to cause a piogrammable 
processor to: 

provide an electronic document including content having a visual composition, the 

electronic document including one or more markers having locations in the content, the maikers 

not being represented in the visual composition of the content; 

receive input specifying one or more locations in &e electronic document; and 

in response to the input, detect the presence of one or more markers associated with one 

or more locations of the specified locations[[;]] and display a visual representation of ttie 

detected markers.

the input specifying one or more locations includes input directing that a cursor be placed 
at a location in the electronic document.

the detected markers include a plurality of markers having different locations in the 
selected portion.

the visual representation of the detected maricers includes one or more graphical elements 
representing the detected markers. 

29. (Original) The compute program product of claim 28, wherein the instructions 
op^ble to cause a programmable processor to display a visual representation include 
instmctions operable to cause a programmable processor to: 

insert the graphical elements representing ttie detected markers into the visual 
composition of Ihe content at the locations of the detected markers. 

30. (Original) Thecomputerprogramproductof claim 28, wherein the instructions 
operable to cause a programmable processor to display a visual representation include 
instructions operable to cause a programmable processor to:
